"WASHINGTON, Jan. 9 (INS) 
—Administration sources said 
Wednesday that America’s “big 
stick” to.back up the Elisen- 
hower Doctrine in the Middle 
East will be primarily wielded 
by the U.S. 6th Fleet. 

To fight Communist aggres- 
sion, this powerful striking 
force, now stationed in the Me- 
diterranean Sea, would probab- 
ly use its full atomic capability, 
sources said. 


Unde: preset” plans, the Ad: 


ministration does not intend to 
station American troops in the 
Middle East but will rely on 
the 6th Fleet’s nuclear weapon- 
carrying planes and battle 
trained Marines. 

There is some unofficial con- 
sideration being given to forma- 
tion of a small, highly mobile 
task farce, equipped with atom- 
ie missiles which might be sta- 
tioned close to the © 
But this idea, sources explain- 
ed, is still under discussion, 

Right now the U.S. has ap- 
proximately 900,000 men of the 
Army, Navy, Marines and Air 
Force stationed overseas, offi- 
cial sources said. 

The 6th Fleet’s 60 ships and 
400 planes have 40,000 men to 
handle them including a Marine 
battalion. 

In Europe, the Army and Air 
Force haye 320,000 men strategi- 
cally deployed to meet Soviet 
aggression. In Germany, the 
U.S. maintains three infantry 
divisions and two armored divi- 
sions. 

American forces stationed in 
the Far East number about 500,- 
000, including two Army divi- 
sions in South Korea, one in 
Japan and another in Hawaii, 
plus a Marine division deployed 
between Hawaii and Okinawa. 

In addition, the Air Force 
maintains airbases strategically 
located in North Africa and the 
Far East as well as. Western 
Europe. 

Defense Department sources 
indicated that any Communist 
ageression in the Middle East 
would probably be a “small” or 
“brushfire” 
Fleet and the Strategic Air Com- 
mand could easily handle. 

- Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles, testifying before 
the House Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee, hinted that any Rus: 
sian attack on a Middle East 
nation might provoke an Amer- 
ican attack on Soviet iristalla- 
tions. 

This would presumably be 
the job of the Strategic Air 
Command, although the 6th 
Fieet jets could easily hit 
targets inside the Soviet Union. 
. However, Dulles said he did 
not foresee an all-out U.S. at- 
tack on Russia under these Cir- 
cumstances unless it appeared 
that the Kremlin was starting 
a third world war.

Egypt Slows

‘Friendly Persuasion’ 
By DONALD RICHIE - 

“Friendly Persuasion,” now 
playing at the Togeki is &@ 
rather curious film for Direc 
tor William Wyler—a special- 
ist in realistic modern ma: 
“Dead End,” “The Best Years 
of Our Lives,” “Detective Story” 
—to have ‘made, vet Wyler is 
such a craftsman that this 
sentimental melodrama about 
life among the Indiana Quakers 
during the last century comes 
through as amusing, touching 
and occasionally moving. 

Father Gary Cooper and Moth- 
er Dorothy McGuire, along 
with sons Anthony Perkins 
and Richard Eyer, and Daugh- 
ter Phyllis Love, are a _ peace- 
ful Quaker family to whom the 
Civil War comes as a great 
moral threat. Believing that no 
man should harm another, they 
are torn between wahting to 
save thelr farm and wishing to 
observe their religion. 

Wyler usually treats history 
as though it were contemporary. 
There are a few concessions to 
local color—made largely by the 
art department which seems to 
have copied its Quaker farm 
from the pages of “House 
Beautiful”"—but most of the 
times, as in “Wuthering 
Heights,” “The Little Foxes” 
and “The Heiress,” Wyler es- 
chews historical overtones, 
being obviously much more in 
terested in people as people, re- 
gardiless of their epic. . 

There is a delightful open- 
ing sequefice involving the 
youngest son and a goose, a very 
fire county fair section in which 
the director’s eye for detail is 
seen to best advantage—the 
lemonade seller’s pouring an 
unfinished drink back into the 
vat, etc.—and a quietly restrain- 
ed Quaker meeting house se 
quence where the camera tra- 
vels ‘slowly past the faces of 
the silent congregation and fi- 
nally rests upon the face of a 
lady who, with an expression of 
pure love, tells the others abot:t 
her passing her 80th birthday. 

The moral-problem of the film 
—to fight or not—is never real- 
ly satisfactorily resolved, how- 
ever, perhaps because most of 
the humor in the picture is 
made to center around the idéa 
that a Quaker’s losing his tem- 
per is funny. But, eyen if the 
film as an exploration into the 
admirable moral qualities of 
Quaker’s in general is not suc- 
cessful, as a DeLuxe Color al- 
bum of Quaker family scenes 
in particular, in the “I Remem- 
ber Mama” or “Plain and 
Fancy” manner, it is quite in- 
teresting.

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Akira Kurosawa’s new film, 
“Kumonosu-Jo” (The Spider’s 
Castle), opening next Tuesday 
at the Nichigeki and othe 
Toho theaters, is one of th» 
director’s most impressive 
achievements. Based on Shake- 
speare’s “Macbeth,” it is a 
really rare emotional = ex- 
perience, a brilliantly con- 
ceived essay in the macabre, 
the like of which hasn't been 
seen in the films for years. 

In transplanting Shakespeare 
to the Sengoku period, Ke ro 
sawa has done little to chanze 
the original. Though ‘he 
Characters all haye Japanese 
names and though the locale is 
palpably Japan, this story of 
vaulting ambition and black 
and deep desires is both time- 
less and international in_ its 
appeal and it is this quality of 
the story which Kurosawa both 
preserves and amplifies. 

Macbeth (Toshiro Mifune)

Since the story is a 
legend however, and the theme 
timeless, he has discarded the 
extreme realism of his former 
historical films, the near socio- 
logical interest of “Shichinin no 
Samurai” and created a style 
which so completely suits the 
plot that form: and content be- 
come one. 

Using only a handful of com- 
nents — drifting fog and 
smoke, rainy forests, the shin- 
ing surface of armor, the sheen 
of natural wood, the translu- 
cence of cloudy skies, the dead 
white of human skin—Kuro- 
sawa has created a film with a 
definite texture. It is as though 
you could feel it with the hand. 

This feeling of texture is re- 
inforced by the truly superla- 
tive photography of Asaichi 
Nakai and by a soundtrack of 
the greatest complexity, subt- 
lety and imagination, One can- 
not begin to fully catalogue the 
many examples of the director’s 
talent which stud this film yet 
which so unostentatiously con- 
tribute to impact of the picture 
as a whole. 

Just a few are: a marvelous 
scene—not in Shakespeare — 
where hundreds of birds, dis- 
turbed by the destruction of

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Inflation Trends 
To Be Watched in 1957 — 


By a Special Correspondent 


Economic growth will de 
finitely receive major emphasis 
by the Ishibashi Government, 
Backed by the phenomenal 
strides made at home during 
the past two years, and the out- 
look for a “bursting at the 
seams” American ¢économy, 
confidence reigns over Japa~ 
nese business prospects for the 
coming year. | 

Indications are that the capit- 
al spending boom of the past 
year will be bolstered by a 
Government spending boom 
duting this year. Judging from 
the buoyant trend of the prino- 
cipal economic indicators, busi- 
ness conditions will be more in- 
fiationary-tending than other- 
wise as the year unfolds. 

In facing such a situation,. it 
might be helpful for Japan to 
be reminded of some of the 
views of the international 


monetary managers. 
Commenting on the achieve- 


licy so far, Antonio Carillo 


Flores, chairman of the Board} 
- of Governors. of the Interna- 


tional Monetary Fund and Initer-, 
national Bank. paid us high 
tribute recently when he stat- 
ed, “Japan has given a re- 
markable demonstration of the 
value of a firm monetary policy 
designed to Sstabilize interna- 
tional payments.” This is in 
direct reference to the tight 
fiscal and monetary policy pur- 
sued ey Japan since the autumn 
of 1953. 


Creeping Inflation Danger 


However, the danger of creep- 
ing inflation is pointed out by 
Ivar Rooth, former managing 
director of the Monetary Fund. 
He states, “In some countries, 
government and private expen- 
ditures on investment are still 
in excess of their own gavings 
and the capital inflow from 
other countries. In many coun- 
tries, the increase in wages has 
been exceeding the increase in 
productivity. Nevertheless, the 
problem of inflation is of a dif- 
ferent order from that of the 
eafly postwar years. The 
danger now is not one of run- 
away inflation, but of a persis: 
tent rise in prices and costs. 
There may continue to be pres- 
sure for more investment or 
more consumption, but the solu- 
tion of these basic problems can- 
not be found in inflation.” 


He further points out that 
the real threat to the balance of 
payments position arises more 
from tendencies toward a per-. 
sistent price and cost inflation 
which originate in excessive. 
public and private expenditure 
for consumption and investment, 
and in. an increase in money 
incomes: that exceeds the in- 
crease’ in prodiictivity, than:

tion is necessary to maintenance 
of a balanced payments position. 
Finally Eugene R. Black, pres- 
ident of the International Bank, 
cites three myths which becloud 
economic development policy in 
the less developed countries. 
These have some releyance to 
the Japanese econamic scene. 


First, the myth that only 
governments can produce. econ- 
omic growth fast enough and 
of the right character. But it 
is a dangerous myth to believe 
that economic development is 
a matter for the govefnment : 
alone. 

Second, the myth that infla- 
tion is a handy device for mak- 
ing development painless. But 
there is a growing awareness 
of how inflation erodes savings, 
destroys the criteria for judz- 
ing the soundhess of invest- 
ment, and plays havoc with a 
country’s balance of payments. 

Third, the myth that the for- 
eign investor today is merely an 
up-to-date version of the old 
coloniger. However, the danger 
today is not that the foreign in- 
vestor will ask too much of a 
developing country, but that the 
developing countries will do too 
little to attract him. 


And in conclusion, as if aim- 
ing. directly at the Ishibashi 
economic policy, Ivar Rooth 
states pointblank: “The world is 
confronted with a challenging 
problem—to reconcile develop- 
ment and full employment with 
monetary stability in a political 
environment which is still un- 
certain The solution of this 
problem calls for statesmanship 
of a high order in all sectors of 
economic and financial policy.” 


%t behooves the Japanese fiscal | 
and monetary managers to heed 
these counsels of advice in 
charting the nation’s economic 
course during the coming year.

The Soviet, Bulgarian, Rumanian and Czechoslovakian 
delegates took occasion to assure the Hungarian Reds that 
they would have their full support and assistance in guar- 
anteeing Hungarian “security and independence from ag- 


gressive imperialist forces.” 


In other words, Moscow suc- 


ceeded in getting the Communist leaders of the other 
principal satellites, except Poland, to give their approval 
to the crushing of the freedom movement in Hungary. The 
opinions of the people themselves in their respective coun- 
tries do not, of course, matter in the least. ‘ 


Meanwhile, the almost universal sympathy for the 
harsh lot of the Hungarian people is in no way diminished. 


Nor does the United Nations 


seem likely to let the matter 


rest in a meek acceptance of Communist defiance. Secre- 
tary-General Dag Hammarskjold Monday proposed the crea- 
tion of 2 special United Nations committee with broad 
powers to investigate and study the Hungarian situation. 
It is suggested that this committee should be empowered 
to take testimony from Hungarian refugees on the inter- 
vention of Soviet troops and other phases of the tragedy.

With inauguration day not 
far off, a large part of the Presi- 
dent’s business is the picking 
and choosing of men to fill the 
offices that become or, by his 
decision, are made vacant. It is 
normal at a time like this to 
think not only about who is to 
be sent to this or that foreign 
capital, and who is to replace 
whom in Washington: it is a 
time also when the administra- 
tive machinery comes in for 
‘reappraisal. 


This is especially true of the 


machinery for conducting for- 
eign policy. We know that the 
Constitutional machinery comes 
down to us from a very differ- 
ent age. In this century, since 
the time of the first World War 
and the administration of Wood- 
there has been 
built up, largely by improvisa- 
tion, an exceedingly complicated 
machinery for conducting Unit- 
ed States foreign policy. So com- 
plicated is it that serious 
thought is being given to creat- 


ing a new office for the Vice- 


President with the power and 
responsibility to see that all the 
different departments and bu- 
reaus- responsible for a “policy” 
do in fact administer the same 
policy. There is even talk of a 
Constitutional amendment to 
give the Vice-President, who as 
presiding officer of the Senate 
belongs to the legislative 
branch, a greater authority in 
the executive branch.

The situation under Bisen- 
hower is quite different from

planned, and refashioned. Ac- 
cording to the precedents of 
our history, this would be a time 
when foreign policy would be 
made and directed by the Presi- 
dent. 

But General Eisenhower is 
not that kind of President. It 
is fair to say, I think, that ex- 
cept in the recent emergency 
when Mr. Dulles was ill, the 
President does not make and 
conduct foreign policy. What 
he does is to judge and to 
choose among alternatives that 
are brought to him by his staff 
officers. ° This would mean that 


the responsibility for initiating,

But the fact is that Mr. Dulles _ 


has a peculiar conception of his 
office. It is one which requires 
him not only to make and direct 
foreign. policy but also in the 
big matters to administer it per- 
sonally.

much of the time that it has 
been impossible for him-to be 
in intimate touch with the con- 
duct of foreign policy.

Thus, there is no one here in 
Washington who has high au- 
thority and devotes all his time 
to the making of foreign policy. 
Yet foreign policy cannot be 
made by the Undersecretary 
of State, conferring with, let us 
say the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury and the Secretary of De- 
fense. Under our system of 
government, the essential busi- 
ness of making high foreign 
policy cannot be delegated suc- 
cessfully beyond the Secretary 
of State, and in time of great 
crisis it cannot be delegated at 
all. 

The President’s way of work- 
ing being what it is, he needs 
closely and continually at hand 
a Secretary of State who, in 
effect, is another self. Without 
that, the responsibility for mak- 
ing foreign policy gets pushed 
off and chewed up in a com- 
plicated: bureaucratic machine.

WASHINGTON—Inside facts 
about the exit of Herbert Hoo- 
ver, Jr., from the Eisenhower 
Administration is that he didn’t 
want to retire.

He’s 
sfaying on until after Herter re- 
tires as Governor of Massachu- 
setts in January, then takes a 
vacation. Hoover who has al- 
ready received an offer from 
Dictator Franco to be his petro- 
leum adviser, turned it down.

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THE FAR EAST IN THE MODERN

WORLD, By Franz 
Henry

It has now become apparent, 
both to historians and to many 
general readers, that in this 
modern age history can no 
longer be treated in terms of 
individual countries. Since the 
destiny .of any nation is so 
strongly shaped by the actions 
of other nations, history must be 
written to encompass vast geo- 
graphical areas as units. Only 
then can the reader gain a true 
perspective of world affairs. 


World” written by two faculty 
members of the University of 
Washington represents such an 
effort to join seemingly isolated 
historical patterns in the coun- 
tries of the Far East into a 
single vast picture. 

The volume starts roughly in 
the 17th century, skips lightly 
through the geography, cultural 
heritage, economic features and 
political institutions of the na- 
tions east and north of India, 
and then settles down for de- 
tailed exploration beginning 


with the 19th century. 

Quite naturally, substantial 
sections of the book deal with 
China and Japan. The political 
philosophy of Sun Yat-sen is 
dealt with in minute and fasci- 
nating detail. The authors 
bring out extremely interesting 
examples of strong Marxist in- 
fluence on the great Chinese 
leader, which actually led to 
some small but truly democra- 
tic reforms in China. 

Most startling, perhaps, is the 
evidence from the turn of the 
century of a surprising spread 
of Communist ideology through- 
out the Far East, emanating, 
of course; from the Soviet 
Union. 

The rise of militarism in 
Japan and this countgy’s part 
in World War II are dealt with 
in great depth. 

At the end of the war, the 
occupation of Japan and the 
new drive for independence in 
colonial areas in Asia is the 
main focus of attention. It 
quickly shifts, ‘however, to the 


civil war in China. The authors 


make the comforting observa- 
tion that it was neither the Na- 
tionalist Government's lack of 
popular support nor the Com- 
munists’ appeal that drove 
Chiang Kai-shek off the main- 
land. Rather, they insist, it 
was simply a matter of military 
advantage on the Communist 
side. 

The authors,. of necessity, 
cover each country in the Far 
East separately, but over short 
periods of time. The reader 
thus can visualize the entire re- 
gion moving forward in history 
at once. 

The,only criticism of the 
book ‘that.comes to mind is that 
it concerns itself only with im- 
portant historical events and 
trends. What is left out is the 
human side of history, and it 
might certainly be useful to the 
lay reader to know something 
about the thinking of the Far 
East peoples and a little more 
of their national characters. In 
the light of the monumental job 
that was , accomplished, this 
omission cannot be judged 
harshly. 

You need know nothing about 
the Far East to enjoy this 
volume. The authors assume 
nothing, take the reader by the 
hand, and lead him through a 
dramatic and highly. readable

A New Look 


On Jan. 17 the Japan Social- Right-wingers want the Party 


ist Party will hold its first an- 
nual convention since the re- 
unification of the Right-wing 
Socialist Party and the Left-wi 
Socialist Party in November 
1955. This three-day meeting 
should be. of considerable in- 
terest since it is expected that 
several important issues which 
are the concern of the Japanese 
trade union movement will be 
discussed. They are: (1) the 
role of the labor movement in 
the party; (2) the productivity 
program and (3). the party line 
on the Hungarian issue. 

In the last year there have 
been indications that certa:n 
elements in the Japanese labor 
movement are thinking more 
and more of making the party 
a vehicle of the proletariat ex- 
clusively (ie. a labor party). 
This is a.natural outgrowth of 
the old saying “he who pays 
the piper calls the tune.” As 
we have poiatec out before, the 
Socialist Party with its member- 
ship of 50,000 draws its voting 
strength and aé considerable 
amount of its finances, (rough- 
ly ¥60,000,000 ii the 1955 gen- 
eral elections) from the six mil-

Recently we have heard 
stories of labor elements within 
the party pushing the party 
leadership—which is primarily 
an intellectual leadership with- 
out labor ties—into stronger ac- 
tion on the controversial Strike 
Law to the detriment of other 
Socialist action policies in the 
Diet. 

While there has been a nomin- 
al healing of the ideological dif- 
ferences which caused the 
schism in 1951, these obstacles 
still remain in the labor move- 
ment where Sohyo and Zenro 
are no closer together. The bit- 
terness which existed between 
the right and left-wing elements 
in the party has been carried 
on in the ideological battles be- 
tween the two national labor 
centers. This is born out by 
Sohyo’s continued insistence on 
“neutrality” in the international 
labor field. 

In Zenro’s eyes Sohyo is still 
fellow traveling and, along 
with certain right-wing leaders 
in the party, Zenro reportedly 
intends to take the Left-wing- 
ers to task on the Hungarian 
issue.

is a struggle of the whole na- 
tion (not a Fascist counter-re- 
volution) and that there is no 
justification for the Soviet mili-

to denounce the Soviet Union 
for fits actions. 

Increased productivity im 
Japanese industry, as espoused 
the Japan Productivity 
Movement and supported by 
Zenro, is alse expected to oe 
a point of contention in the con- 
vention. Sohyo. has taken a 
Strong stand against the. pro-

and have thereby contributed 
considerably. to increased  pro- 
ductivity which has brought 
about the high living standard 
enjoyed by American workers.

Gaspar also conunented on 
solving production problems 
through the trade unions. “The 
Hungarian workers are direct- 
ly interested in increasing pro- 
duction and productivity which 
is prerequisite of their well- 
being, since they can only 
achieve better living conditions 
through their own work.”

Behind Indonesia’s Revalt”

LONDON—The reports from 
Indonesia tell a strange story. 
One hears of military command- 
ers who have rebelled against 
the Government and of loyalists 
who were sent to subdue them, 
but after nearly two weeks of 
these goings-on no one seems 


to have gotten anywhere. Every- > 


body remains very peaceful and 
polite, from the President down- 


ward, who minimizes the pres- of 


ent rebellion in the island of 
Sumatra as just one of these 
growing pains of his country. 

It came into being only six 
years ago with a number of 
severe handicaps which have 
repeatedly caused the same sort 
of trouble. Let me take them 
one by one. There is first the 
absence of a small but highly 
trained body of civil servants 
such as India inherited from the 
days of British rule. The Indo- 
nesians have received far less 
training for self-government 
administration. And hence, the 
inefficiency -.and corruption 
which form some of the main 
grievances underlying the 
present rebellion in Sumatra. 
They also had a good deal to do 
with earlier revolts, 

Secondly, there is the absence 
of strong, stable government 
such as India enjoys thanks to 
the existence of the all power- 
ful Congress Party and its strong 
man, Nehru. Indonesia has 
never had the same sort of. gov- 
ernment which it badly needed 
to tide it over its growing pains, 
but only a series of uneasy coali- 
tions whose methods are most- 
ly too disunited to grasp effec- 
tively the country’s urgent eco- 
nomic and political problems. 

They were all the less unable 
to do so because until some 
nine months ago, these govern- 
ments had no idea what sort of 
backing they enjoyed among 
the populace, They consisted 
of a number of men who had 
come to the fore as nationalist 
leaders in the course of the 
struggle for independence. Al- 
though they had formed politi 
cal parties, they never had an 
opportunity to go to the coun- 
Indonesia’s first general 
election was not held until ear- 
ly last year. Ali this has meant 
an era of. pretty ineffective 
government and therein lies 


- another cause of the disaffection 


in the army that has now again 
burst out. 


The third handicap which the | 


new state owes to its prenatal 
history is that, unlike the In- 
dian Army, the armed forces of 
Indonesia have ~— taken a 
hand in politics. or is that 
reason surprising or biame- 


worthy when one remembers 


that the Indonesian Army began, — 


some 10 years ago, as an armed 
nationalist movement. Hence, 
it continues actively in the poli- 
tical development of the state 
it helped to bring into being. 

But even that is not 
the end of the story. There 
is yet another growing pain 
from which Indonesia suffers. 
The country is still on the path 
the nationalist revolution 
against her former Dutch rulers 
who still control a surprising 
part of the economie life of the 
country. There are those, how- 
ever, who feel that the time has 
come to concentrate on more 
constructive issues. .And that 
division too runs right through 
the army. 

Finally, but perhaps ‘most im- 
portant in the present .case, 
there is the over-centralization 
of the Indonesian State. If ever 
there were a nation that would 
obviously be best suited for a 
federal structure of government, 
it is Indonesia, with its 80,000,- 
000 people, speaking many dif- 
ferent languages and spread 
over more than 3,000 islands of 
which Sumatra and Java are 
only the two biggest. But fed- 
eralism is suspect to the Indo- 
nesians because the Dutch spon- 
sored it at a time when the na- 
tion ‘was struggling on toward 
independent nationhood. 

Thus, all real power seems to 
be vested in the central govern- 
ment at Jakarta which, among 
other things, has disposal of the 
revenues contributed and the 
foreign exchange earned by the 
less densely populated . and 
therefore less strongly fepre- 
sented isiand of Sumatra which 
feels that they put a good deal 
more into the kit than they 
get out of it. (Via Radiopress) 
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
